His suspicions had also been 
added to by the appearance of more coun- 
terfeit- money similar to that captured in 
Mellinger'’s room in Chicago.

The 
respectable old couple, 
who went.on the bond of their son-in-law, 
thinking that he was being persecuted by 
the United States officers. 

Mellinger was found hiding on 
floor of the résidence when the officers 
confronted him. Seattered over the house 
were evidences of the trade which had been 
carried on by Mellinger, whose spectalty 
Was the manufacture of spurious counter- 
feit bills. of $1 and $5 denominations. When 
arrested he admitted having bought a num- 
ber of copper plates which are used to en- 
grave and print the bills. 

Two lithographing presses, ink and paper, 
which had already had the silk pasted be- 
tween them, and the ink rollers with which 
he colored his copper plates for printing 
were found on the first search. The paper 
used is the hand-writineg variety and of the 
best quality and transparent. Two of these 
sheets were pasted together with a little 
silk fiber between them, and on the sides 
are printed the semblance of genuine paper 
money. 

A large quantity of these sheets pasted 
and cut the proper size for printing were 
found. They are a little heavier than the 
ordinary bill, but an excellent imitation. 
Magnifying glasses, chemicals and the 
giass on which the rollers were run to 
make the work smooth were found in a 
small room. A search of a big trunk stand- 
ing near the wall reveaied half of a $20 
bill which had been split to photograph, 
giving evidence that Mellinger was soon 
to go into the business of making bilis of 
a larger denomination. Mellinger’s printing 
presses, two in number, were found in the 

One was an old wringer, such as 

in drying clothes, which had the 
rubber rolls removed and two steel rolls 
inserted in their places. A long, powerful 
crank was used to turn the rolls. The big 
press was found in a little room, pitch dark, 
save for a few holes to admit air. In the 
same room were a number of bottles con- 
taining chemicals. 

In Mellinger’s bedroom was discovered a 
bottle of-India ink and a pen used for ‘“‘doc- 
toringe’” Money and writing the name of 
Treasury officials on'the bill, In the base- 
ment of the house was a plate with a % 
bill of the new denomination engraved upon 
it. Other plates were found covered with 
dust, evidence that Mellinger fas been 
operating here for montns. ’ 

Mellinger was not only making counter- 
feit money, but on a plate was found a 
neatly engraved postage stamp. 

The counterfeiter is a graduate of a law 
echool at Valnaraiso, Ind.. and it was 
there. in company with Theodore Anson, or 
Brown, that he got his first lessons in ,the 
business. 

He was sentenced to the penitentiary there 
for five years. Later he went to Chicago 
and operated. Six months ago he was mar-

An Incident of Camp Life at Chicka- 
mauga That P:zoved Thrilling 
and Neariy Resulted in 
Loss of Life.

CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK, 
Ga., June 22.+A stampede of wild horses 


. from Griggsby’s rough-riding brigade at 6 


o'clock this Morning created the greatest 
excitement in the west end of Camp 
Thomas. 

Nearly a thousand horses were free, and 
that there were no casualties or lost anli- 
mals is due entirely to the superb horse- 
manship and skill of the cowboys. 

Grigesby’s command is camped next to 
5.4 Missouri. As mess call was 
sounding a roar of hoof beats and fierce 
animal cries came from the cowboy 
camp and the Missourians were startled 
to see the 1000 horses rushing out of the 
corral. One detachment was headed di- 
rectly towards Col. Moore's quarters, Be- 
hind his tent the regimental horses were 
tethered. As the avalanche of flesh hove 
toward them they exhibited great fear and 
pulled vigorousty at their halters. For a 
moment it looked as though our camp 
would be partially demolished by the fright- 
ened runaways, but two genuine Western 
cowboys, hving close on their horses’ necks, 
skiilfully turned the leaders, and the bunch 
rushed toward the camp of the 2d Arkan- 
sas, which adjoins the 5th on the south. 
Hard riding was again required to turn the 
terrified animals and steer them into the 
open. Past the outskirts of the Ist Missis- 
sippi, driving in the pickets, they flew, 
snorting and nelghing. A detachment of 
regular cavalry headed them from MajJor- 
General Wade's headquarters and kept 
them to the road. 

They were cornered after two hours of as 
exciting an exhibition as this fleld has wit- 
nessed. The animals had not been used 
for several days and were turned loose to 
herd this morning, when they stampeded. 

The body of Private Charles B. Clements 
of Company E of the 5bth, was interred 
with military ‘honors in Chattanooga Na- 
tional Cemetery at noon to-day. A sad 
feature of the case is that the man had 
been married but two months and his wife's 
request for his body was refused. Menin- 
gitis, the ascribed cause of death. Is de- 
clared by the military authorities to be 
contagious. Clements was a Knight Tem- 
plar and a prominent educator of Harri- 
sonville. It is understood his commandery 
wiil demand the removal of the body to 
Missouri. 

It is openly declared that Clements is a 
victim of the division tnhospital sGheme, a 
sacrifice to red tape and formaHty. Clem- 
ents was stricken while on duty Sunday 
afternoon. From the first his condition was 
critical, malaria and uremia being mani- 
fest. Instead of permitting him to remain 
among friends in the 5th, where treatment 
would have been accorded, the sick man 
was carted off to the division hospital Mon- 
day and Tuesday morning taken over five 
miles of rough road to the Leiter Hospital, 
where he died at noon. Every medical 
authority protests that he never should have 
been moved. 

Maj. S. W. Crawford, chief surgeon of the 
2d, was ordered this morning to report at 
corps headquarters. His hospital force has 
been demoralized and the regiment is left 
with but one assistant surgeon and one 
steward. Similar conditions prevail in the 
Ist and 5th. Dr. Crawford has protested 
vigorously against the division hospital 
idea, but orders cannot be disobeyed, and 
one by one, though protesting and indig- 
nant, the Missouri physictans are being 
drawn from their commands. 

The ist is happy over the-prospect of pay 
on June 30. It is given out that they will 
be paid from the day th€y left the armory. 
The colonel is quoted as stating that he ex- 
pects to get away from Chickamauga Park 
with the regiment before another week 
elapses. He made

quarters. Gen. Wade believes the third 
corps, aS a whole, will be taken next time. 
This will include the Ist and 6th Missouri 
regiments.

There came to the administration of Wil- 
liam McKinley a_ responsibility never 
dreamed of when he was elected President. 
He found a country unfitted for war, in- 
capable of war, incapabie of a respectable 
effort at war, and he very early found a 
body of men in the country, and largely in 
Congress, who were wiiling to gain a little 
early bird stolen sentiment in favor of 
rushing into war without the Intelligence 
to know whether we were ready to g0;

suffering humanity, the unparalleled out- 
rages in Cuba, or the stern determination 
to drive the Sranish flag off this hemisphere, 
not off Cuba aloné, but off the Western 
Hemisphere (cheering), and when we were 
ready to go before the bar of the civilized 
world and say “‘We are right now,” there 
was no hesitation afterward by the ad- 
ministration.

Lee Meriwether. as attorney for Walter 
Vrooman, will file an additional suit for 
$25,000 in the Circuit Court Thursday, grow- 
ing out of the now famous missing election 
booths. 

In the suit to be filed the defendants will 
be Gen, Jim Lewis, Vice-President of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, and Elec- 
tion Commissioners Hugh J. Brady and 
Willlam Flewellyn Saunders. Vrooman has 
a suit pending for $50,000 against Messrs. 
Brady and Saunders for false imprison- 
ment. ’ 

Messrs. Meriwether and Vrooman make 
the following statements regarding the new 
suit: 

‘Lewis’ connection with the Vrooman 
case dates from May %, when he issued 


what {s said to be an illegal and defective 
Search warrant upon the premises of Vroo- 


man at 4713 Page avenue ‘The EKiection 
Commissioners were under the impression 
that the missing booths were at Vrooman's 
residence. Messrs. Brady and Saunders on 
that date went to the office of the then act- 
ing Chief of Police, John W. Campbell, and 
entered into conversation with him on the 
subject. While they were talkin yen. 
Lewis came in and they made application 
for a search warrant. Lewis procured a 
blank from the Secretary of the Police 
Board. and as there seemed to be some 
doubt as to whether or not Vrooman stole 
the booths. he said he would strike out the 
word ‘stolen’ In the blank, leaving (the 
words ‘taken and carried away.’ ” 

This policy was pursued in the issuance 
of the warrant, although bY so doing i 
rendered the instrument vold. 

All of the Election Commissioners, tnclud- 
ine George W. Jones, the chairman, swore 
te the warrant. Detectives Samuel Allender 
and Johse Healy were dire ‘ted to execute it | 
by making arch through the Vrooman 
resiiddetive Mr. Saunders accompan‘ed the 
fii-era for the purpoee of identifying ine 
hoothe. If they were found. No booths were 
found and Detective Alleoser serwenes the 
alleved search warant to Lewis.

It seems that when the first warrant was 
shown tc Mrs. Vrooman and Hiram Vroo- 
man, brother of Walter Vrooman, they no- 
ticed the word ‘“‘stolen’’ had been stricken 
out, and they told Mr. Meriwether of it. 
Since that time he and Vrooman have been 
conducting an Investigation, and have ob- 
tained a jarge amount of evidence which 
thay think will be convincing enough to get 
a flavorable verdict against Lewis, Brady 
and Saunders in any court of justice. 

uesday, Mr. Meriwether called at Chief 
Cgmpbell’s office and asked the Chief to 

ow him the Vrooman search warrant. At 
his juncture, Lewis camein, Chief Camp- 
bell told him of Meriwether’s request. Lewis 
said, “Certainly, let him see the search 
warrant.”’ Chief Campbell opened the safe 
in his office and drew forth the instrument, 
handing it to Meriwether. The latter 
glanced at the document, saw that it was 
not the one from which “‘stolen’’ had been 
eliminated and said: 

“T want to see the other warrant: 
on which the first search was made.’ 
“O.”"" eaid Gen. Lewis, ‘“‘this is the one.” 
“No,” said Meriwether. ‘“Bhe warrant I 
want to see is scratched. The word stolen 

is not in it.”’ 

‘“Yes,"”" replied Gen. Lewis, “I have that 
in my office in the Commercial Buliding. I 
made a little mistake, but this one corrects 
it; yes, this one is the correct one. Every- 
thing waa regular.”’ 

This closed the conversation. Mr. Meri- 
wether will endeavor to obtain a copy of 
the original warrant from Gen. Lewis. The 
election booths taken by Vrooman were 
shipped to Rolla, Mp., Tuesday night to be 
used in a lecture Vrooman intends deliver- 
ing this week.

Showing that the taxing power placed in the hands of the 
municipal authoritles by the charter amendments is unlim-

The necessity of Iimiting the power to tax In the hands of 
the authoritics is generally recognized by the framers of con- 
s.itutions for the protection of the people from oppression. It 
is recognized in the Constitution of Missouri and in the pres- 
cnt charter, where reasonable IMmitations of taxation are pro- 
vided. 

But in the proposed charter amendments all limitation Is re- 
moved. There is no limit to the special taxes which the Board 
of Public Improvements and the Municipal Assembly may 
Place on the property of citizens. There is no power of effect- 
ive protest left in the hands of property owners. There is no 
limit to the time in which special tax Hens may run at high 
interest. 

Will citizens consent to place unlimited taxing power in the 
hands of any set of officials? Will they consent to place it in 
the hands of officials knowing that at any time the power 
may be controlled by spoilsmen and ringsters whose greed 
will not stop short of confiscation?

MISSOURI! VOLUNTEER OFFICERS. 


What will Stephens do about it? 

That is the question now agitating the officers of the Mis- 
souri National Guard who have enlisted in the Federal volun- 
teer army, but who have not received appointments as officers 
from the Governor. 

The law confers upon the Governor the power to appoint 
the regimental, company, troop, battalion and battery officers 
when their regiments, companies, troops,, battalions and bat- 
teries are enlisted as organizations of the National Guard, But 
the Governor is not compelled to appoint them, and not having 
appointed the officers of the Missour! National Guard to be of- 
ficers in the volunteer apmy, clearly the late officers of our mil- 
itia have no standing as officers in the volunteer army. Their 
authority is exercised by courtesy only and they may be rele- 
gated to the ranks. 

There is still another phase of the question. The law spec!i- 
fies that the Governor may appoint as officers in the volun- 
teer army the officers of State regiments, troops, battalions 
and batteries enlisting as such. No general power of ap- 
pointment to officerships in the United States Volunteer Army 
is conferred upon him by the — law. When a law 
specifies what an official may do, his power is usually limited 
to the legal epecifications. If it had been intended to confer 
the general power of appointing the officers of State volun- 
teers on the Governors of States it would have been so stated 
and the general power would have embraced the power to ap- 
point the particular men specified or others. 

In the failure of the Governor to name the officers of the 
State National Guard to corresponding grades in the volun- 
teer army the question arises, has he the power to appoint 
others to the places? Sy failing to appoint the specified men 
does he not forfeit his right to appoint anyone? 

This is one of the many interesting points arising under the 
new volunteer army law. It is of special and intense interest 
to Missouri volunteers. 
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Ethel Pfeiffer, 3 years old, has been crippled for life, and 
may die, because a fender did not work. The Board of Public 
Improvements, which accepted inefficient fenders, and the 
street car managers who know them to be tinefficient, go on 
their way, eating and drinking, joking and sleeping, while 
little innocents are mangled and slaughtered.

Weakness and Dangers of the Charter 
Amendments Exposed and 
Analyzed. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In amendment No. 3, section 15, it is pro- 
vided that the Board of Public Improve- 
ments may invite aiternate proposals for 
two or more different materials.

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, Jane 22. 

The markets on this side opened lower this morn- 
ing, to the complete disappointment of the bulls, 
whe, on the strength of higher cables and numerous 
reports of damage by rust in Missourl apd Illinois, 
confidently expected at least a Maintenance of yes- 
terday'’s closing prices, if not an advance. 

Extensive reports of damage in Missouri were 
sent out from St. Louis yesterday, and wires from 
(Chicago are to the effect that the crowd there were 
regretting having placed too much confidence in 
these reports, since discovering that St. Louls was 
a large seller yesterday. 

Cables opened higher, Dut the advance was not 
Maintained, and at the close in Liverpool both 
December wheat were lower than 
yesterday's close, while July was only 4d higher 
and lower from to- day's opening. 

On this side the markets were all bearish. New 
York opened 2\c off, Duluth 1%c, Minnesota 2c, 
Chicago 1\c and St. Louis ‘ec lower on wheat. 

There was no apparent movement toward a re- 
covery, elther, in any of the markets, the quota- 
tions varying hardly more than on any other un- 
eventful day. 

In the local pit opening prices were lower, and 
up to call time the tendency was downward. July 
wheat opened at 60\4c,.* %c lower than yesterday's 
close, and lost tc before the call.

Thomascheutz died of siow strangulation.

Jake Wolfiin, the expert on hanging, was 
present at the invitation of Sheriff Adolph 
Troll. He had requested the privilege of 
adjusting the noose, which was granted by 
Mr. Troll, but at the last moment he with- 
drew from the scaffold because of a mis- 
understanding with Deputy Sheriff Andy 
Langford.

Tobe Lanahan and Ed McKenzie Go 
Through the Drop Together. 


JEFFERSON CI SITY. Mo., 
Lanahan and Ed McKenzie, murderers, 
were to-day hanged from the same scaffold 
at the same moment 

At 9:10 the Shertff let the drop fall. 


The necks of both men were broken. 

Lanahan and McKenzie had nothing 
say on the scaffold. The trap door accom- 
modated both of them at the same time. 
When the drop fel) Lanahan seemed in- 
stantiy Killed, but a moment later struggled 
some. 

McKenzie at the drop struggled some but 
was dead before Lanahan. Within e few 
minutes alter the drop both men Wwere 
pronounced dead. McKenzie's struggle was 
probably due to the fact that he was not 
able to stand. He was carried in a chair 
onto the gallows and sat on the trap door 
in the chair until all was ready, then the 
chair was removed and he was upheld by 
officers until the drop. 

Lanahan walked bravely 
fold and died without filnching. He walked 
from the jail to death, 
tances good-by and laughing. 

Each in jail said he was ready to die. The 
Sheriff read the death warrant to them in 
the jail. They appeared unconcerned. Mc- 
Kerzie, as a result of hig sickness, was 
very weak. 

They ate @ hearty eouper and slept well 
all night, arising at 5:30 this morning. They 
immediately began taiking to Father Hoog, 
who had just arrived. Later each ate a 
hearty breakfast. 

They talked freely to newspaper men, 
saying they were innocent of the crimes.
